2. Claims 25-41 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art teaches methods for producing multilayer structures having a 
defined geometrical orientation from at least a first main layer and a second main layer 
wherein the first and second layers have corresponding first and second stress 
adaptation layers. The first and second main layers are assembled into a pretermined 
geometrical orientation via the stress adaptation layers which exerts stress on the main 
layers. However, the prior art does not teach or suggest that the geometry of the 
structure can be manipulated by varying the thickness, number and adherence of the 
stress adaptation layers. Instead, the prior art such as Nakazato (EP 0410679) teaches 
manipulating the main layers such as by pre-warping or by thinning in order to achieve 
the desired geometry in the final structure.
